Cylinder Five Cars Long. 


A new record in frieght shipments 


•was set recently by a. huge metal cyl- 
inder, 124 feet long, which was ship- 
ped fro Alliance, Ohio, over the New 
York Central to Kankakee and then 
via the Illinois Central and Rock 
Island railroads to Orange, Tenxas, 
says the New York Times. The cyl- 
inder was in, a single piece and re- 
quired five flat cors. 
It is believed 


to be the largest and heaviest piece 
'of equipment ever moved by rail- 


- roads in the United States. 


In a letter to Superintendent E. W. 


Brown of the Alliance division, New 
York central. Reeves brothers com- 
pany, shippers of the cylinder, said 
"This 
large 
creosoting 
cylinder! 


which 
we 
recently 
shipped 
to' 


Orange, Texas, is an 'unusual piece 
of equipment to be shipped in one 
piece? and it is our belief that it is 
about the largest and heaviest sin- 
gle of equipment that has ever been 
movd by transportation 
companies 


in the United States, especially for 
so great a distance. 


"The following information 
con- 


cerning this cylinder may be of in- 
terest to you: It is 8 feet, inside 


diameter, by 124 feet long,. and is 
constructed of 1 1-4 inch plates in 
the shell and 1 1-2 inch in the head 
Five cars were used in the transpbr 
tation of this cylinder, two of these 
cars containing the load the-other 
three being idlers. 
The two carry- 


ing were special six wheel, 
truck 


dash, 200,000-pound capacity cars. 


"This cylinder is used for the pur- 


pose of creosoting railroad ties. It 
is fitted with a narrow-guage rail- 
road track 
throughout its entire 


length and the cylinder is filled by 
pushing a nmber of special cars for 
holding ties, fully loaded, into the 
cylinder. 
The ties are 
strapped 


down on to these little cars to keep 
them from floating loose. After the 
cylinder is filled, the end doors are 
closed and the bolts tightened, after 
winch a vaccum is induced in the 
cylinder and any sap that Is in the 
ties is drawn out, leaving the pores 
open. 


"After the sap-drawing process has 


been completed the cylinder is filled 
with creosote oil heated to a temper- 
ature of 225 degrees fahrenheit and 
250-pound pressure is then applied 
to force the creosote into the pores 
of the ties. 


"There were two of these cylin- 


ders, and we are pleased to announce 
the safe arrival of the first at desti-! 
nation, and that we under stand the 
/second one has .safely pased over 
the New York Central lines and it is 
wel on its way south over your con- 
nections.1'

SAN PEDRO, CaL, June 16 — 


Mystery surrounding the second ex- 
plosion aboard the U. S. S. Missis- 
sippi in which seven Bailors were in- 
jured, four fatally, was cleared up in 
testimony at today's hearing of the 
naval probe.

Going forward, I aided in the 
rescue work as soon as the turret 
ahd cooled. 


"I was dragging a body from the 


room, holding it by the 
shoulders. 


The arms were held out stiffly. As 
we passed the selective switch which 
controls the firing, the man's band 
or arm hit the switch and threw the 
•battery,' and the gun went off.

was knocked unconscious, and when 
I came to was told the gun control 
switches had been cut to prevent any 
more similar accidents."

In a formal statement issued 
at 


the white house, Slemp said he had 
not resigned and did not intend to. 


On the contrary, he said, he ex- 


pected to take an active part in 
President Coolidge's campaign, as a 
member of the advisory committee 
of the republican campaign commit- 
tee, which he said "will have the 
real management of the campaign."

Governor Bryan announced Mon- 


day that the members of the state 
capitol commission will go to New 
York the latter part of the week and 
next Monday will meet with 
the 


representatives of the estate of Ber- 
tram G. Goodhue, late architect in 
charge, and arrange for going on 
with the work or do whatever else 
seems necessary and best. 


The fact that this 
date corre- 


sponds with the meeting of the dem- 
ocratic national convention may or 
may not be significant. 
The gov- 


ernor said that the commission had 
previously named a committee to 
undertake this work, but that it had 
not found time to attend to it. At 
the

of the

Monday morning the matter was 
turned back to that body itself, and 
it was decided, as the date will be 
satisfactory to all of the members, 
that the meeting will be held at that 
time. 


The governor said that he was 


going on his vacation at that time 
there would be no expense to the 
state attached to his attending to 
public business while he is there for 
the purpose of dropping in on the 
national convention. Judge Thomp- 
son, who is a mmeber of the national 
committee, had not intended going, 
but finds it convenient to do so now. 
Mr. Head was not present at the 
Monday meeting of the commission, 
and it is not known if he can be 
there at the time. The other mem- 
bers said they would be on hand.

HUNT HUSBAND OF SLAIN 


Bride of Week Found Murdered 


and George Gumming* Sought 


by Authorities. 


WITTSNBURG, Wis . June 16 — 


Authorities today telegraphed polio 
in every city in the stnte to hunt for 
George Cummings, wanted in connec- 
tion with the (.laying ol his bride of 
a week, whose nude body was lound 
in a shallow grave by farmers near 
a tourist camp here yesterday. The 
Curnmings' were married at Grand 
Rapids, Mich. whore Mrs. Cum- 
mingg, formerly 
Mrs E. Rae, con- 


ducted a rooming house 


Police believe Cummings fled yes- 


terday, taking with him the money 
his bride had obtained from the sale 
of her Grand Rapids house. 


The body was found by a farmer 


who helped Cummings get his auto- 
mobile out of a ditch. 
The farmer 


Immediately 
notified 
authorities. 


Mrs Cummings' body was wrapped 
in an army blanket and had been 
placed in a shallow grave. She had 
been killed by three blows on the 
head, apparently infected 
with a 


hatchet, police said. 


Sunday morning Cummings was 


seen about the car. He was ftlone. 
Campers declared they wondered 
what had become of the bride, but 
made no inquiries. 


A farmer whose land adjoins the 


:ourist camp, enconntered CumminKs 
with his car in the ditch. Cummings 
he said, appeared much excited and 
offered the farmer $25 to pull him 
out of the ditch. This was done and 
Cummings drove to Wausau, and 
after obtaining gasoline, he hurried- 
y departed. 


District Attorney Fisher, in charge 


of the investigation, stated he had 
evidence Cummings had fled to the 
outh and police of Milwaukee, Chi- 
ago, 
and other 
points 
south of 


here, were sent word to be on the 
ookout for him. 


Fisher said today he believed that 
!ummings is not the name of the 
ugitive.

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 16.—Sena- 


tor Robert M. LaFollette as an Inde- 
pendent candidate for the presidency 
will have the backing of the radi-1 
cal groups despite his recent tl 
at them. 


This assurance was given by lead 


ers of the "third party" conventio 
which opens here tomorrow. 


William Mahoney, editor of a St 


Paul labor newspaper, who up to thi 
time has been the moving factor in 
organization 
of the convention tolc 


the United Press today, that the con 
vention would endorse LaFollette. 


Some farmer-laborites, socialists 


and communists are represented in 
the gathering which is laying plans 
for the formal opening of a three daj 
convention. 


While 
bitter resentment is fel 


against LaFollette for his denunicia 
tion of the communist tendencies o: 
the convention, all plans have been 
made to keep the usual third party 
"protest" candidates from the field in 
order that LaFollette may have the 
fully support of the radicals -when he 
decides to run. 


The leaders like Mahoney want to 


start a permanent third party which 
will gain a par with the regular re- 
publican and democratic parties. 


"LaFollette 
was misled by that 


gang in Washington," Mahoney told 
the United Press. 'Samuel Gompers, 
head of the American Federation of 
Labor and Warren S. Stone, of the 
Big Four 
railroad bortherhoods, 


tricked him into denouncing us be- 
cause they want to kill off all chance 
of a successful third party. They 
would lose their jobs if a third party 
should be successful.

BILL BRENNAN VICTIM OF KUM 


RUNNERS. 


Supposed to Have Fallen Out With 


Gang—Called to Door of His 


Cabaret and Shot Down 


by Unknown Man. 


NEW YORK, Juno 16—Gangsters 


killed "Big Bill" Brennan, heavy- 
weight pugilist in revenge for Bren- 
nan's action in ejfM?ting them irom 
lis cabaiet, poli-ce believpj toJa>, af- 
:er questioning seveial persons who 
were in the club Tia Juaaa Saturday 
night and early Sundaj just before 
.he shooting occurred 


James Cullen, former state trooper 


j was killed by a bullet intended for 
Brennan's sister, a cabaret siugc-7 Bin- 
der the name of "Shirley Sherman" 
the investigation disclosed. 


The girl was fired on when she 


attempted to trip the 
fleeing men 


who had shot down her b'rother. 


Cullen was hit in the neck and 


died today in a hospital. 


Police said the slayers are James 


Hughes 
and Frank 
Rossi, both of 


whom have several aliases. Rossi is 
a former convict and was wanted for 
several crimes, including murder of 
his brother last January. 


Police Lieutenant Haggerty. beaten 


unconscious by the murderers during 
their dash from the cafe, was recov- 
ering- today. 


Rossi and Hughes were taken to 


the homicide court and charged with 
the murder of Brennan. The arraign- 
ment was adjourned until Juifb 23 
to allow the district attorney time 
enough to prepare evidence to pre- 
sent to the grand jury. The two men 
are being held without bond. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Bill Bren- 


nan, who was only a "trial horse" as 
a pugilist, saved his money and 
started an eating and drinking club 
and early Sunday was shot to death, 
supposedly by rum runners 
with 


whom he had fallen out. 


There were few fighters who could 


knock Bill from-his 
feet—he won 


ring fame by staying twelve rounds 
with Champion Dempsey—but the 
bootleggers' bullets ended his life as 
his sister and a state trooper fought 
vainly to save him. 
The assassins 


wounded the latter, probably mortal- 
ly and fired at Miss Brennan. The 
shooting took place at the Club Tia 
Juana, a cabaret run by the pugilist 
who had retired. 


Two men, Frank Rassi, 
alleged 


bootlegger, and Terry O'Xeill, ex- 
pugilist, were captured by the police 
after they had beaten a police lieu- 
tenant, smashed their way to Broad- 
way thru locked doors, and fled in a 
commandeered car with pistols at 
the driver's neck. 


The shooting of Brennan took 


place in the early morning. All cus- 
tomers had left his cabaret and he 
was sitting eating with his sister, a 
singer known as Shirley Sherman.

The prize fighter had been shot in 


the chest and abdomen. 


Cullen died today without being 


able to name the assailants. 


Terry O'Xeill, whose real name is 


Hughes, this morning entered a 
blanket denial .of the shootings. 


Frank Rassi is known to the police 


as Joseph Pioli, -an ex-convict who 
served one term at Sing Sing for 
grand larceny. 
New Year's eve, 


1923, it is charged, he shot and kill- 
ed his twenty year old brother, San- 
to, wounded his mother, and escap- 
ed. He also is wanted in Brooklyn 
for several shooting affairs and 
holdups.

MEXICO^ CITY 


BRITISH REPRESENTATIVE IS 


LOCKED IN HIS OFFICE. 


Chilean Minister Trying to Settle 


Difficult Situation as Result of 


London's Failure to Re- 


move Cummins. 


MEXICO CITY, June 16. —The 


British legation here today remained 
in a state of siege, surrounded by 
police and secret service agents, the 
lood supply low and telephone wires 
cut. 


Efforts wpie being made by Min- 


ister Bermudez, of Chile, to settle 
the 
difficult situation which has 


arisen as the result of refusal of the 
British foreign office to remove H. C. 
C.. Cummins, its semi-official repre- 
sentative, at thfe request of the Obrc- 
gon government. 


Bermudez will ask Foreign Min- 


ister Saenz that Cummins be given 
forty-eight hours to leave the coun- 
try "in a. manner befitting his posi- 
tion." 


The Obregon government, despite 


a note from Norman King, British 
consul general, demanding an expla- 
nation 
of 
the Cummins expulsion 


order, remains adamant. 
Minister 


Saenz has declared the government 
affronted and has- asked King to un- 
derstand there can be no reversal of 
its decision. 


Cummins withdrawal is desired be- 


cause of a long series of actions 
which Mexico regards as hostile to 
the present regime. Officials say he 
has persistently forwarded erroneous 
and villifying accounts of conditions 
in Mexico to his government and 
that he is responsible for delay in 
resumption of British-Mexican rela- 
tions. 


Cummins has been locked in the 


legation since June 10, but it was not 
until Saturday that secret police be- 
gaan preparations to arrest him. 


WASHINGTON, June 16—Charles 


W. Warren, American ambassador 
to Mexico, will probably ask to be 
relieved from his post in the near 
future, but according to white house 
and state department officials he 
has not yet submitted his resignation 
to President Coolidge. 


DETROIT, June 16—A Washing- 


ton dispatch carrying a report of his 
resignation was flatly contradicted 
today by Charles W. Warren, am- 
bassador to Mexico. 


"The statement is unauthorized," 
Warren said. 
' 


Warren leaves for 
Mexico City 


Sunday night, going by way of 
Washington In order to see Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 


Warren, however, admitted that 


he had originally stipulated that he 
was to leave office when he had 
completed his task of bringing this 
country and Mexico into agreement 
on certain matters. 


But the present report of his resig- 


nation Is "premature."

the convention under the banner of 
their party. 


All the communists, however, as 


members of various trade unions 
will be permitted to participate in 
the gathering if they present creden- 
tials from their unions. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 16.— Sena- 


tor Robert M. LaFollette as an inde- 
pendent candidate for the presidency 
will have the backing of the radi- 
cal groups despite his recent thrm\. 
at them. 
This assurance was given by lead- 


ers of the "third party" convention 
which opens here tomorrow. 


William Mahoney, editor of a St. 


Paul labor newspaper, who up to this 
time has been the moving factor in 
organization of the convention told 
the United Press today, that the con- 
vention would endorse LaFollette. 


Some farmer-laborites, 
socialists 


and communists are represented in 
the gathering which is laying plans 
for the formal opening of a three day 
convention. 


While bitter resentment is felt 


against LaFollette for his denunicia- 
tlon of the communist tendencies of 
the convention, all plans have been 
made to keep the usual third party 
"protest" candidates from the field m 
order that LaFollette may have the 
fully support of the radicals when he 
decides to run. 


The leaders like Mahoney want to 


start a permanent third party which 
will gain, a par with the regular re- 
publican and democratic parties. 


"LaFollette 
was misled by that 


gang in Washington," Mahoney told 
the United Press. 'Samuel Gompers, 
head of the American Federation of 
Labor and Warren S. Stone, of the 
Big Four

nan, who was only a "trial horse" as 
a pugilist, saved his money and 
started an eating and drinking club 
and early Sunday was shot to death, 
supposedly by rum runners 
with 


whom he had fallen out. 


There were few fighters who could 


knock Bill from'his feet—he won 
ring fame by staying twelve rounds 
with Champion Dempsey—but the 
bootleggers' bullets ended his life as 
his sister and a state trooper fought 
vainly to save him. The assassins 
wounded the latter, probably mortal- 
ly and fired at Miss Brennan. The 
shooting took place at the Club Tia 
Juana, a cabaret run by the pugilist 
who had retired. 


Two men, Frank Rassi, alleged 


bootlegger, and Terry O'Xeill, ex- 
pugilist, were captured by the police 
after they had beaten a police lieu- 
tenant, smashed their way to Broad- 
way thru locked doors, and fled in a 
commandeered car with pistols at 
the driver's neck. 


The shooting of Brennan 
took 


place in the early morning. All cus- 
tomers had left his cabaret and he 
was sitting eating with his sister, a 
singer known as Shirley 
Sherman.

HINTS FOR THE 


MOTORIST 


BY ALBERT U. CLOUGH. 


Fictitious Oil Economy 


Perhaps you may think that your 


engine is "a miser on oil" because 
the oil-gage shows "full," after sev- 
eral hundreds of ^piles' use of your 
car, although you have not replen- 
ished the supply in the 
meantime. 


No doubt the gage is right and the 
crankcase is still full, but what is it 
full of? The gage knows no distinc- 
tion between cylinder oil and kero- 
sene, de»1ved from unvaporized and 
unburnt fuel, that has leaked past 
the pistons and became mixed with 
the oil. This apparent maintenance 
of the oil lev.el Is usually more ap- 
parent in cold weather and under 
short run and long stop service than 
in warm weather and during long 
distance usage. 
In extreme cases, 


not only does the oil level not grow 
lower, but it actually becomes higher 
The long continued indication of 
"full" is not necessarily a sign that 
the loss of oil is very slight. On the 
contrary there may be a consider- 
able oil consumption, but the volume 
of oil lost has been made up by the 
kerosene, which has entered 
the 


crankcase and the liquid in the lubri- 
cating system may have become un- 
fit for use by its having thus become 
striously thinned. 
If an engine 


which, in warm weather, 
requires 


considerable addition of oil to its 
crankcase 
to maintain the level, 


needs little or no oil to keep up the 
crankcase level in winter, such be- 
havior should be looked upon with 
suspicion, for there is every reason 
to believe that there is a lot of kero- 
sene becoming mixed with the oil. 
This apparent absence of oil loss, 
often accompanied with a progress- 
ive reduction in the indications of 
the oil pressure-gage, with the pass- 
age of time, should be understood as 
a very forcible hint that the crank- 
case should be drained and fresh oil 
supplied at fre<juent internals

UST because the weather is warm is no reason 
why you need expect to avoid colds.

meanest sort of cold is a Summer cold.

You may be a legislator and have to 


attend sessions held in places not as clean or as 
well-ventilated as you wish.

doing1 the thing your common sense tells you is a crime against your 
body. 


No public building should be erect-. - 


ed unless the plans provide for am- 
ple ventilation. If it is possible to 
do so, the building should be so 
placed as to admit direct sunlight. 


Churches, 
schools, courthouses, 


municipal office buildings, capitols— 
all buildings erected through taxa- 
tion or public appeal— should be ab- 
solutely sanitary. No such building 
is sanitary unless it can be sunned. 
and ventilated. 
Exposure to bad air is a fruitful 
cause for colds, Summer and Win- 
ter. But a more common cause is 
neglect of the intestinal tract, skin 
and kidneys—the eliminating organs. 


Nature demands that the wastes 


of the body shall be speedily re- 
moved. 
If they are dammed up, 
there is trouble. 


I have many times explained how 
necessary it is to get the waste sub- 
stances into solution or to keep them 
moist. 
The kidneys and skin can 


do nothing with dry or mud-like 
material. Perfect solution is essen- 
tial to elimination. 


On this account every one should 


drink lots of water, pints of it every 
day. 
Don't fail to do this if you 


would be well and have a clear skin. 
The intestinal tract fails to func- 
tion as it should if there is not 
enough Quid in the system.

BERLIN, June 16.—Germany. is 


rapidly recovering from her fall and 
winter "starvation." Unemployment 
s now considerably less than in 
England, and is rapidly getting down 
to a pre-war standard. In Berlin, it 
s now no greater than before the 
war. Stability of the rentenmark 
has made it possible for the cities 
to get sufficient 
foods 
from 
the 


country and from abroad. Last fall 
and winter, the cry of starvation was 
n part due to poor distribution, 
partly to the fact that the junkers 
would not accept the sliding paper 
mark, and partly to the fact that the 
ndustrial situation threw many out 
of work. ^ Now, that nearly every- 
body is again at work, the starva- 
tion cry is diminishing. It has also 
grown dimmer since the Dawes re- 
port showed that Germany is in- 
trinsically sound, and can again come 
to the front if given a brief breath- 
ing space and a temporary financial 
lift.

University "Chair of Divorce. 
Los Angeles Times: Is the fabric 


of our civilization ripping apart un- 
der our very eyes while optimists 
sing merry madrigals about the well- 
being, prosperity and 
high living 


standard attained by the twentieth 
century? 


Long ago Americans accepted the 


aphorism that the home is the basis 
of civilization. The corollary of that 
maxim is that when the home shows 
signs of disintegration, something se- 
rious is likely to hapipen to society 
left without its binding force. 


For a good while our stage come- 


dians have been cracking jokes con- 
cerning the instability of marriage. 
Now the subject is to have scientific 
attention. American propensity for 
joking has even dubbed a step taken 
by 
the University of California a 


"chair in divorce." The latest addi- 
tion to the curriculum is a course in 
critical analysis of the modern home. 


The university has instituted an in- 


vestigation that will be the first dis- 
passionate inquiry into the causes 
and possible remedies for a condition 
not socially encouraging. 


Ten years ago there was one di- 


vorce for every twelve marriages in 
the United States. 
The ratio has 


changed in the decade to one in sev- 
en. San Francisco shows for 
thf> 


year ending June 30, 1923. one di-j 
vorce to every two marriages, and 
Xevada actually marked up more di- j 
vorces in 1922 than marriages—a sit- 
uation to which eastern immigration, 
more or less temporary, manifestly 
contributed. 


Nor are these examples extreme. 


The state of Oregon, without the 
presence 
of an adventitious Reno, 


made a record of one divorce to ev- 
ery 2.6 marriages. Closely pressing 
the coast leader are Wyoming with 
1 to 3.9 and Montana with 1 to -4.3. 


California matches Ohio, with a 


divorc» ratio of 1 in every 5.1 mar- 
riages.

Pickles and Milk Safe. 


Are you afraid to eat lobster and 


ice cream at the same meal, or 
pickles and milk? 


Ideas such as these that certain 


foods eaten with other foods form 
'bad combinations" are absurd, says 
Professor Walter H. Eddy, well 
known authority on food and diet, of 
Columbia university, who recently 
attracted wide attention by isolating 
"vitamin D," one of the mysterious 
and elusive food constituents so es- 
sential to the support of life. If any 
one ever really became ill after eat- 
ing ice cream and lobster or pickles 
and milk, he asserts, it was because 
he ate too much or was poisoned by 
impurities—either 
one 
of 
which 


might have happened to him after 
eating any of the foods alone. 


Foods are not antagonistic to one 


another, writes Professor Eddy in 
Popular Science Monthly. There are 
really no bad food combinations; at 
least, if there are bad combinations, 
they are made so mor ebecause of 
what they lack than because of what 
they are made so more because of 
combinations as soon as the missing 
elements are supplied. 


In other words, there is nothing 


i wrong with the foods you are ac- 
customed to eat, except that you 
probably do not eat those foods in 
the proportion and amount required 
by the chemistry of your body. 


To take a specific example: A din- 


ner consisting of broiled steak, fried 
potatoes, bread and butter, pumpkin 
pie and coffee probably would im- 
press you as being a good meal. And 
yet it is. not, Professor Eddy says, 
for it lacks at least one element es- 
sential to the welfare of the body. 
Add a green 
vegetable—spinach, 


string beans, or something of that 
sort—or a salad, and you have sup- 
plied the element that is lacking, 
and have made a satisfactory meal. 


One reason for this is that your 


body requires a small amount of 
mineral salts each day—particularly 
salts containing calcium and phos- 
phorus. These are present in green 
vegetables and milk in proper pro- 
portions; in the meal just detailed, 
calcium was lacking until supplied 
by a green vegetable. 


Professor Eddy^also declared that 


the number of "calories." or heat 
units, that certain foods contain does 
not offer a guide in selecting a diet. 
Any food chemist, he writes, could 
compile 
a 
"diet" consisting of 


alfalfa, chicken corn and linseed oil 
that would contain all thje calories 
the human body requires, but you 
couldn't use such a diet. The human 


body is not designed to digest and 
utilize hay and linseed oil. 


It is designed, though, to utilize 


foods of the kind that you are ac- 
customed to eat, says Professor 
Eddy, and if you will eat the equiv- 
alent of a half-pound of beefsteak a 
day, 
use green vegetables to make 


up the bulk of your food, take milk 
freely and substitute cooked fruit, 
simple puddings and ice cream for 
pies, pastry and other heavy des- 
serts, your diet problem will virtu- 
ally be solved.
